Power Grip 
Is Seen at 
Convention 

Scranton Backers 
Shouted Down in 
‘Lily White’ Attack

SAN FRANCISCO, July 
13 — The Republican Na- 
tional Convention opened 
here today and the dele- 
gates immediately demon- 
strated that the big ma- 
jority is for Sen. Barry 
Goldwater and his views all 
the way. 

In an initial skirmish pro- 
voked by the despairing forces 
of Gov. William W. Scranton, 
the delegates shouted down 
efforts to criticize the so-call- 
ed “lily white” nature of 
Southern delegations, almost 
totally committed to the Ari- 
zonan. 

The same fate seemed 
clearly in store for Scranton 
efforts scheduled for Wednes- 
day to alter the strongly pro- 
Goldwater platform and pos- 
sibly to force a roll call by 
secret ballot on the presiden- 
tial nomination, which comes 
Wednesday evening.

clearly in evidence” Here, the 
major question now remain- 
ing among the delegates is 
whether the Grand Old Party 
can sufficiently bridge its con- 
vention-displayed political 
schism for an effective cam- 
paign fight against President 
Johnson. 

“Carnival Atmosphere” 

With an air of inevitability 
sensed by almost everybody, 
the Convention opened in a 
round of traditional oratory 
;and “carnival atmosphere,” a 
i phrase Gov. John Love of Col- 
|orado used in the midst of a 
plea for help during a Scran- 
ton rally. Parades, hands and 
smoke-filled rooms all played 
their traditional Convention 
rolls. 

Once again Goldwater lim- 
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ited his public activities, in 
contrast with the give-it-every- 
thing Scranton whirlwind of 
activity. The Senator did 
show himself to reporters 
long enough to claim “a little 
more than 800” first-ballot 
votes, with only 655 necessary 
for his nomination. But no- 
body seemed to care just what 
the total might be, so evident 
was the prospect of his first- 
ballot success. . 4 

The single convention vote 
today came in a resolution 
aimed at Tennessee, where 
George W. Lee, a Negro dele- 
gate to the past six conven- 
tions, had been ousted, he 
claimed, by pro-Goldwater 
forces. When an Iowa delegate 
supporting the Scranton move 
spoke of “forces at work” to 
expel Negroes from the GOP 
whose goal is “a lily white 
party,” he was booed. 

Ike Asks No Changes

comments today of former 
President Eisenhower. He said 
that the civil rights platform 
might have been more defi- 
nitely in terms of “a moral 
commitment against discrimi-
